WHY NO POETS AS 


LEGISLATORS? 


Among the most profound think­ 
ers in this world have been the 
poets. In olden tunes they swayed 
nations. But why none in the halls 
of legislation? I can imagine their 
influence as being very great. Who 
can name the legislators contem ­ 
porary with Homer, Dante, Milton? 
Yet these latter names are immor­ 
tal. 
I was reading recently in Sh el­ 
ley's "A Defense of Poetry” and he 
seems to have given vent to much 
that is sound reasoning and good 
common sense. He wrote that poets 
are "the mirrors of the gigantic 
shadows which futurity casts upon 
the present; the words which ex­ 
press what they understand 
not; 
the trumpets which sing to battle, 
and feel not what they inspire; the 
influence 
which 
moves 
not, 
but 
moves. Poets are the unacknowl­ 
edged legislators of the world.” 
A great poet, as Senator, for ex­ 
ample. would do worlds to stimulate 
peace mid good will in the world, 
especially between misunderstand­ 
ing nations. They know the human 
heart. They are deep lovers of na­ 
ture, and they simplify life’s es­ 
sentials. Big educational institutions 
have 
engaged Robert 
Frost, our 
great American poet, just to mingle 
with the students and to give a 
high atmosphere to the everyday 
affairs of these institutions. 
Tile 
plan has proved an inspiring one. 
As a Senator, Robert Frost would 
give a tone to legislative matters, 
and lie would place many a dis­ 
tinguished statesman on his toes, 
We honor our really great poets 
too little. Mr Frost, however, seems 
to be an exception. In their life­ 
times 
both Whitman and 
Vachel 
Lindsay were tragically overlooked 
and unappreciated. But how great 
they loom today. 
What legislator 
might well envy their fame! 
Tile poet is appreciative of the 
dignity of human life and its beauty. 
He clarifies the fundamentals. Tire 
universe is his country. All mankind 
is his theme. Petty things have no 
lure for him. Consider the fame of 
but one Kipling in comparison with 
a score or more of forgotten states­ 
men. What a bearer of truth, of 
hope, and faith one 
great 
poet 
John Musselman, would be among those at the helm 
| of state at such a time as now. Wily 
no poets as legislators?

I. Rye is easy and economical to 
grow, thriving on fairly poor as well 
as fertile soils. 
2 It is rarely injured by winter 
weather, especially where it is seed-

3. It can be pastured in late fall. 
at random over wanter, and for a 
week to two weeks in the spring be­ 
fore it is turned under. 
4. Rye is somewhat tolerant of acid 
soils and produces a good volume of 
top growth without lime where soils 
are below the neutral level. 
5. Its stooling habits of growth 
make it an excellent crop to save 
sloping exposed soils from surface 
erosion over winter. 
6. When grown for green manure, 
rye produces a heavy mass of soft 
vegetation 
which 
decays 
rapidly 
after it is turned under. In this 
role it is an ideal crop for the vege­ 
table gardener and truck crop far­ 
mer who cannot afford to devote one 
entire summer to soil improvement. 
Prospective growers of small fruits 
—blackberries, dewberries, raspber­ 
ries, blueberries, boysenberries, cur­ 
rants, gooseberries, strawberries, and 
even small tree and vine fruits—may 
wisely employ rye to provide the 
added 
organic m atter 
most soils 
need to deepen them and render 
them more mellow tor these perm a­ 
nent purposes. lf sown at once, rye 
makes a fairly heavy growth that 
can be turned under for soil im­ 
provement in late fall.
